Representative Brooks Hays 
(D., Ark.) was elected one of the 
convention vice-presidents, along 
with the Rev. Dr. W. Marshall 
Craig of Dallas, Texas at Thurs- 
day’s meeting in the Chicago 
Coliseum. 

They succeeded Senator Robert 
S. Kerr (D., Okla.) and the Rev. 
Dr. James D. Grey, who were not 
candidates for reelection. 


The Rev. Dr. Joe W. Burton and 
Porter W. Routh, present secre- 
taries, and the Rev. Duke R. Mc- 
Call, treasurer, all of Nashville, 
Tenn., were reelected. 


Dr. Lee was the principal speak- 
er at a giant rally in the Chicago 
Stadium where 10,00 persons, rep- 
resenting every (Northern) Bap- 
tist group in the Chicago area, 
joined the 10,000 Southern Bap- 
tists for the final meeting, Dr. Lee

INSPIRATION 


By the late Evangelist L. W. Munhall, M. A., D. D., 
Author of the The Highest Critics Vs. The Higher Critics 


(Dr. Munhall was a Methodist evangelist and scholar, greatly used 
of God as this wonderful article proves.) 


The Bible is inspired. It is therefore God’s Word. This is 
fundamental to the Christian faith. ‘Faith cometh by hear- 
ing, and hearing by the Word of God” (Rom. 10:17). 


But it is asked, What do you 
mean by inspiration? Because 
there are numerous theories of 
inspiration, this is a proper ques- 
tion. Also, it is well, before an- 
swering the question, to state 
some of these theories. 

First, “The thoughts of the pen- 
man were inspired.” 

Second, “The thoughts were 
partially inspired.” But they who 
hold to this view are very indef- 
inite in their statements of the 
extent of this inspiration. 

Third, “There were different de- 
grees of inspiration.” The advo- 
cates of this view use the differ- 
ence between “illumination” and 
inspiration to prove their theory. 

Fourth, “At one time the writers 
were inspired in the supervision 
of the work they did;” and at 
another, “In the view they took 
of the work they were called upon 
to do;” and at another, “In direct- 
ing the work.” But in all these 
views the theorists are at sea, and 
leave all who trust to their pilot- 
age at sea, as to the exact char- 
acter and limitations of inspira- 
tion. 

Fifth, “Dynamic inspiration.” 
But the efforts of those who hold 
to this view, to explain what they 
mean by the term are exceeding- 
ly vague and misty. But the pop- 
ular and current. theory now is 
that the “Concept” is_ inspired. 
But no one attempts to tell what 
the “Concept” is; indeed, I doubt 
if any one knows. 

Also let this be said in this 
connection. Those who hold to any 
or all of the above named theories, 
in part or in whole, are emphatic 
in declaring that the Bible is not 
verbally inspired. The noisy ones 


will say, “No scholar believes in 
verbal inspiration.” In this they 
bear false witness. 


Another expression in common 
use among them is this: “Such be- 
lief drives men into infidelity.” 
And yet no one of them ever knew 
of a case. This class, with as much 
care and evident satisfaction as 
an infidel, hunt out the apparent 
contradictions and errors in the 
authorized and revised versions, 
and exultingly declare: “Here is 
conclusive evidence that the Bible 
is not verbally inspired.” Some 
of these gentlemen are dishonest 
because, first, they know that most 
of these apparent errrors and con- 
tradictions were long ago satis- 
factorily answered, even to the 
silencing of infidel scoffers; and 
second, they know that no one 
believes that the translations and 
revisions are inspired. The doc- 
trine of verbal inspiration is simply 
this: The orginal writings, ipsis- 


sima verba, came through the pen-. 


men direct from God; and the 
critics are only throwing dust into 
the air when they rail against 
verbal inspiration and attempt to 
disprove it by pointing out the ap- 
parent errors and discrepancies of 
the authorized and revised texts 

The General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, in 1893, by 
a unanimous vote made the fol- 
lowing deliverance: “The Bible as 
we now have it in its various 
translations and revisions when 
freed from all errors and mis- 
takes of translators, copyists and 
printers, is the very Word of God,

That we have 
an inspired Bible, and a verbally 
inspired one, we have the wit- 
ness of God Himself.” 

Prof. Gaussen says: “The theory | ©? 
of a Divine Revelation, in which 
you would have the inspiration 
of thoughts, without the inspira- | an 
tion of the language, is so 
inevitably irrational that -it can- 
not be sincere, and proves false 
even to those who propose it.” 

Canon Westcott says: “The 
slightest consideration: will show 
that words are as essential to in- 
tellectual processes as they are 
to mutual intercourse..... 
Thoughts are wedded to words as 
necessarily as soul to body. With- 
out it the mysteries unveiled be- 
fore the eyes of the seer would 
be confused shadows; with it, they 
are made clear lessons for human 
life.” 

Dean Burgon, a man of vast 
learning, says: “You cannot dis- 
sect inspiration into substance and 
form.

spired, apart from the words 
which give them expression, you 
might as well talk of a_ tune 
without notes, or a sum without 
figures. No such theory of inspira- 
tion is even intelligible. It is as 
illogical as it is worthless, and 
cannot be too sternly put down.” 


A Doctrine Always Held 
by the Church 

This doctrine of the inspiration 
of Scripture, in all its elements 
and parts, has always been the 
doctrine of the church. Dr. West- 
cott has proved this by a copious 
catena of quotations from Ante- 
Nicene Fathers in Appendix B to 
to his Introduction to the Study 
of the Gospels. He quotes Clem- 
ens Romanus as saying that the 
Scriptures are “the true utter- 
ances of the Holy Ghost.” 

Take a few quotations from the 
Fathers: 

1. JUSTIN, speaking of the words 
of Scripture, says: “We must not 
suppose that the language pro- 
.ceeds from the men that are in- 
spired, but from the Divine Word 
Himself, who moves them. Their 
work is to announce that which 
the Holy Spirit proposes to teach, 
through them, to those who wish 
to learn the true religion. The 
Divine power acts on men just 
as a plectrum on a harp or lyre.” 
“The history Moses wrote was by 
the Divine Inspiration.” And so, 
of all the Bible. 

2. IRENAEUS. “The writers spoke 
as acted on by the Spirit. All who 
foretold the Coming of Christ 
(Moses, David, Isaiah, etc.), re- 
ceived their inspiration from the 
Son, for how else could Scripture 
‘testify’ of Him alone?” ‘Matthew 
might have written, “The genera- 
tion of Jesus was on this wise,’ 
but the Holy Spirit, forseeing the 
corruption of the truth, and fort- 
ifying us against deception, says, 
through Matthew, ‘The generation 
of Jesus the Messiah was on this 
wise.” “The writers are beyond 
all falsehood” i. e., they are in- 
errant. 

3. CLEMENT OF ALEXANDRIA, “The 
foundations of our faith rest on no 
insecure basis. We have received 
them through God Himself 
through the Scripture, not one jot 
or tittle of which shall pass away 
till all is accomplished, for the 
mouth of the Lord, the Holy Spir- 
it, spoke it. He ceases to be a man 
who spurns the tradition of the 
church, and turns aside to human 
opinions; for the Scriptures are 
truly holy, since they make us holy, 
God-like. Of these Holy Writ- 
ings or Words, the Bible is com- 
posed. Paul calls them God-breath- 
ed (II Tim. .3:15, 16). The Sacred 
Writings consist of these holy 
letters or. syllables, since they are 
‘God-breathed’.” Again, “The Jews 
and Christians agree as to the 
inspiration of the Holy Scriptures, 
but differ in interpretation. By 
our faith, we believe that every 
Scripture, since it is God-breathed, 
is profitable. If the words of. the 
Lord are pure words, refined sil- 


ver, tried seven times, and the 
Holy Spirit has, with all care, dic- 
tated them accurately, it was or 
this account the Saviour said tha! 
not one jot or tittle of them should 
pass away.” 

4. ORIGEN. “It is the doctrine 
acknowledged by all Christians 
and evidently preached in the 
churches, that the Holy Spirit, in. 
spired the Saints, Prophets anc 
Apostles, and was present in thos« 
of old time, as in those He in 
spired at the Coming of Christ; fo 
Christ, the Word of God, was in 
Moses when he wrote, and in th« 
Prophets, and by His Spirit He dic 
speak to them all things. The rec. 
ords of the Gospels are the Ora 
cles of the Lord, pure Oracles 
purified as silver seven times tried 
They are without error, since the, 
were accurately written, by thi 
co-operation of the Holy Spirit.” 
“It is good to adhere to the word: 
of Paul and the Apostles, as tr 
God and our Lord Jesus Christ 
There are many writings, but onl) 
one Book; four Evangelists, bu’ 
only one Gospel. All the Sacrer 
Writings breathe the same ful) 
ness. There is nothing, in the Law. 
the Prophets, the Gospel, the 
| Apostles, that did not come from 
the fullness of God. Whoever ha: 
received these Scriptures as in- 
spired by the Creator of the world 
must expect to find in them al’ 
the difficulties which meet those 
who investigate the system of the 
universe. But God’s hand is not 
destroyed by our ignorance or 
particular points. The divinity of 
the Scriptures remains undisturb 
ed by our weakness. It is a poin! 
in the teaching of the Church 
that the Scriptures were writter 
by the Spirit of God, and on this 
the opinion of the whole Ckurch 
is one. All things that are writter 
are true. He who is a student of 
God’s Oracles must place himself 
under the teaching of God.” So 
much for this Father of “Biblica) 


Criticism,” mighty in the church. 


5. AUGUSTINE. The view of the 
Holy Scriptures held by Augustine 
was that held by Tertullian, Cyp- 
rian and all Fathers of the North 
African Church. No view of verb- 
al inspiration could be more rig- 
id. “The Scriptures are the let-. 
ters of God, the voice of God, the 
writings of God.” “The writers 
record the words of God. Christ 
spoke by Moses, for He was. the 
Spirit of the Creator, and all the 
prophecies are the voice of the 
Lord. From the Spirit came the 
gift of tongues. All Scripture 1s 
profitable since it is inspired of 
God. The Scriptures, whether in 
History, Prophecy, Psalms or Law, 
are of God. They cannot stand in 
part and fall in part. They are 
from God, who spake them all.” 
“As it was not the Apostles who 
spoke, but the Spirit of the Fath- 
er in them, so it is the Spirit that 
speaks in all Scriptures.” “It 
avails nothing what I say, what 
he says, but what saith the Lord.” 

Prof. B. B. Warfield, of Prince- 


miserable excuse of 


ton Theological Seminary, said in 
an article, on “The Westminster 
Doctrine of Inspiration:” “Doubt- 
less enough has been said to show 
that the confession teaches pre- 
cisely the doctrine which is taught 
in the private writings of the 
framers, which was also the Gen- 
eral Protestant Doctrine of the 
time, and not of that time only 
or of the “Protestants only; for 
despite the contrary assertion that 
has recently-become tolerably cur- 
rent, essentially this doctrine of 
inspiration (verbal) has been the 
doctrine of the Church of all ages 
and of all names.” 


There is nothing truer in the 
world than that both the Jewish 
church and the Christian church 
believed the doctrine, because of 
their conception of the Holy Scrip. 
tures as the result of the “Crea- 
tive Breath of God,’ even as mat- 
ter itself, the soul of man, and 
the world, were created by the 
same “Breath of the Almighty”’— 
the very conception Paul had wher:

“authorship” of the “Books” of 
Scripture, the citation of different 
texts existing in different “Books,”

Bible Proofs of Verbal Inspiration 
The Bible plainly teaches that 
its words are inspired, and that 
it #s the Word of God. Let us 
examine into this matter a little, 
by considering briefly three kinds 
of evidence, viz.: First, Direct test- 
imony; Second, Inferential testi- 
mony; Third, Resultant testimony. 
First. Let us note the Direct

Almost one hundred times does 
Jeremiah say, “The word of the 
Lord came unto me,” or declare 
he was uttering the “words of 
the Lord,” and the “word of the 
living God.” 

Ezekiel says that his writings 
are the “words of God” quite six- 
ty times. Here is a sample: “Son 
of man, all my words that I shall 
speak unto thee receive in thine 
heart, and hear with thine ears. 
And go get thee to them of the 
captivity, unto the children of 
thy people, and speak unto them, 
and tell them, Thus saith the Lord 
God” (Ezek. 3:10-11).

“The word of the Lord came 
unto Jonah” (Jonah 1:1). 

“The word of the Lord that 
came to Micah” (Mic. 1:1). 

Nahum said, “Thus saith the 
Lord” (Nah. 1:12). 

Habakkuk wrote, ‘The Lord an- 
swered me and said” (Hab. 2:2). 

‘The word of the Lord which 
came to Zephaniah’ (Zeph. 1:1). 

“Came the word of the Lord 
by Haggai the prophet” (Hag. 1:- 
1). 

“Came the word of the Lord un- 
to Zechariah” (Zech.1:1). 

“The word of the Lord to Israel 
by Malachi” (Mal.1:1). 

And in this last of the Old 
Testament books, is it twenty-four 
times said, “Thus saith the Lord.”

The words Jesus Himself ut- 
tered were inspired. The words He 
spoke were not His own, but ac- 
tually put into His mouth. In the 
most express manner it was fore- 
told that Christ should thus speak, 
just as Moses spake. “A prophet 
shall the Lord your God raise up, 
like unto me. To him ye shall 
hearken.” Twice it is said, “like 
unto me.” And how like to Moses, 
except as the whole context shows, 
“like unto” him in verbal inspira- 
tion? To Moses God said: “I will 
be with thy mouth, and teach thee 
what to say. Thou shalt put words 
in Aaron’s mouth, and I will be 


with thy mouth, and teach you 
what you shall say. And he shall 
be thy spokesman to the people. | 
And he shall be to thee instead 
of a mouth, and thou shalt be to 
him instead of God” (Exod. 4:11- 
16). Therefore did Jesus the 
Prophet, utter inspired words “like 
unto Moses.” The very words He| 
spoke God put into His mouth and 
on His tongue. Therefore did He 
say, assuring the Jews that Moses 
wrote of Him: “I have not spoken 
from myself, but the Father who 
sent me gave me commandment 
what I should say and what I 
should speak. I speak therefore 
even as the, Father said to me, 
even so I speak” (John 12:49, 50). 
“I have given unto them the words 
thou gavest me, and they have re- 
ceived them” (John 17:8). “The 
Son can do nothing from himself’ 
(5:19). Since Jesus Christ had to 
be divinely helped, “like unto 
Moses,” the very words put into 


His mouth, Himself. God’s mouth, 
and as God to the people, how 
should not the evangelists and 


apostles need the same divine | 
guidance and help to qualify them | 


for their work, and guarantee its 
inerrant truthfulness and its di- 
vine authority? If Moses and Isa- 
jah, if Jesus Christ Himself, had 
to be divinely assisted, how should 
the narrators of New Testament 
history and oracles be exempted 
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from the same divine activity of 
the Spirit, all-controlling and 
guiding into the full truth? What 
are the words of Jesus to John, 
and to the seven churches of the 
Apocalypse, but the literal words 
of God dictated verbally by Jesus 
Christ? 

Jesus said to the disciples, “And 
when they lead you to the judg- 
ment, and deliver you up, be not 
anxious beforehand what ye shall 
speak: but whatsoever? shall be 
given.you in that hour, that speak 
ye: for it is not ye that speak, 
but the Holy Ghost” (Mark 13:11). 

This same gift included all the 
disciples on the day of Pentecost, 
for “they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak 
with other tongues as the Spirit 
gave them utterance” (Acts 2:1, 
4). The multitude that heard 
“marveled, saying, Behold, are not 
all these which speak Galileans? 
And how hear we every man in 


| our own language? ... We do hear 


them speaking in our tongues the 
mighty ‘works of God” (Acts 2:7, 
11). 

Paul says: “Which things also 
we speak, not in words whicn 
man’s wisdom teacheth, but which 
the Spirit teacheth” (I Cor. 2:13). 
“And for this cause we also thank 
God without ceasing, that, when 
ye received from us the word of 
the message, even the word of 
God, ye accepted it not as the 
word of men, but, as it is in truth, 
the word of God” (I Thess. 2:13). 

And so the Bible uniformly 
teaches the doctrine of verbal in- 
spiration. It is the Word of God. 
This is the invariable testimony 
of the Book itself. It never, in a 
single instance, says that the 
thoughts of the writers were in- 
spired; or, that these writers had 
a “Concept.” The Scriptures are 
called ‘‘the oracles of God” (Rom. 
3:2); “the word of God” (Luke 
8:11); “the word of the Lord” 
(Acts 13:48); “the word of life” 
(Phil. 2:16); “the word of Christ” 
(Col. 3:16); “the word of truth” 
(Eph. 1:13); “the word of faith” 
(Rom. 10:8); and, by these and 
similar statements, do they de- 
clare, more than two thousand 
times, that the Bible is the Word 
of God—that the words are God- 
breathed, are inspired (theopneus- 
tos). 

Second. What of the INFER- 
ENTIAL TESTIMONY to the fact 
of verbal inspiration? I mean by 
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Inferential Testimony that which 
is assumed. by the Bible, and the 
natural implication belonging to 
many of its statements. 

The Bible assumes to be from 
God in that it meets man face 
to face with drawn sword and 
says: “Thou shalt!” and “thou 
shalt not!” and demands immedi- 
ate, unconditional and _ irreversi- 
ble surrender to the authority of 
Heaven, and submission to all the 
laws and will of God, as made 
known in its pages. This of itself 
would not signify a great deal. 
though unique, were it not for 
the striking and significant results 
of such submission; but, the nat- 
tural inference of such assumption 
is, that the words of demand and 
command are from God. 

A great many statements of the 
Bible plainly indicate that the 
words are inspired. The following 
are a few instances: “Forever, O 
Lord, thy word is settled in heav- 
en” (Psa. 119:89). This is charac- 
teristic of the entire Psalm. “The 
words of the Lord are pure words” 
(Psa. 12:6). “Is not my word like 
as a fire? saith the Lord; and like 
a hammer that breaketh the rock 
in' pieces?” (Jer. 23:29). “The 
word of our God shall stand for- 
ever” (Isa. 40:8); and so on, al- 
most ad infinitum. Everywhere in 
the sacred record you find this 
same suggestion of divine author- 
ship. Jesus and the apostles al- 
Ways recognized it, and gave it 
prominence and emphasis. Its im- 
portance and value should not be 
underestimated. 

Third. The RESULTANT  TEST- 
IMONY. What of it? Paul tells us 
that “every sacred writing” is 
“God-breathed.” (Pasa Graphe 
Theopneustos.) “No prophecy ever 
came by the will of man; but men 
spake from God, being moved 
[pheromenoi, borne along] by the 
Holy Spirit” (II Pet. 1:21). (This 
passage does not justify the so- 
called “mechanical. theory of in- 
spiration.” Such theory is nowhere 
taught in the Scriptures. Indeed, 
the obvious fact that the individ- 
ual characteristics of the writers 
were in no way changed or des- 
troyed, disproves such theory.) 
It is said: “The Lord God formed 
man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrils the 
breath of life; and man became a 
living soul” (Gen. 2:7). Elihu said, 
“The Spirit of God hath made me, 
and the breath of the Almighty 
hath given me life” (Job 33:4). 
Now, then, the very same Almigh- 
ty power that gave life to Adam 
and Elihu, and which made the 
“heavens ...and all the host 
of them,” is, in some mysterious 
sense, in the words of the Sacred 
Record. Therefore are we told: 
“For the word of God is living 
and active, and sharper than any 
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two-edged sword, and piercing ev- 
en to the dividing of soul and 
spirit, of both joints and marrow, 
and quick to discern the thoughts 
and intents of the heart” (Heb. 
4:12). What results will follow 
believing the Word and submission 
to its requirements? 

1. Jt will impart spiritual life 
and save the soul. “Receive with 
meekness the implanted word, 
which is able to save your souls” 
(James 1:21). “Having been begot- 
ten again, not of corruptible seed, 
but of incorruptible, through the 
word of God, which liveth and a- 
bideth” (I Pet. 1:23). “Of his own 
will begat he us by the word of 
truth” (Jas. 1:18). Jesus said: 
“The words I have spoken unto 
you are spirit, and are life” (John 
6:63). 

As a good seed contains the 
germ of life, so that when cast 
into the soil of earth at the prop- 
er season, under the influence of 
sunshine and showers, it germi- 
nates and springs up to reproduce 
itself in kind; even so the words 
of the Bible, if received into the 
mind and heart to be believed and 
obeyed, germinate, and spiritual 
life is the result, reproducing its 
kind; and that believing soul is 
made partaker of the divine na- 
ture (II Pet. 1:4). “He is a new 
creature [creation]; the old things 
are passed away; behold, they are 


become new” (II Cor. 5:17). The. 


power and life of the Almighty lie 
hidden in the words of the Sac- 
red Record; they are God-breath- 
ed; and that power and life will be 
manifest in the case of every one 
who will receive them with meek- 
ness to believe them and submit to 
their requirements. All the books 
men have written cannot do this. 

2. It has cleansing power. 
“Wherewithal shall a young man 


cleanse his way? By taking heed 


thereto according to thy word” 
(Psa.119:9). Jesus said: “Already 
ye are clean because of the word 
which I have spoken unto you” 
(John 15:3). “That he might sanc- 
tify it, having cleansed it, by the 
washing of water with the word” 
(Eph. 5:26). 

3. By the word we are kept 
from evil and the power of the evil 
one. The Psalmist said: “By the 
words of thy lips I have kept me 
from the paths of the destroyer” 
(Psa. 17:4); and, “thy word have 
I hid in my heart, that I might 
not sin again thee” (Psa. 119:11). 
Therefore, Jesus said: “I have 
given them thy word... . Sanctify 
them through [in] the truth. Thy 
word is truth” (John 17:14, 17). 

The voice said: “Cry. And he 
said, What shall I cry? All flesh is 
grass, and al] the goodliness there- 
of is as the flower of the field. . . 
The grass withereth, the flower 
fadeth: but the word of our God 
shall stand forever” (Isa. 40:6, 8). 
“For we can do nothing against 
the truth, but for the truth” (II 
Cor, 13:8). 


This, then, is the sum of our 

contention: The Bible is made up 
of writings, and. these are com- 
posed of words. The worDs are 
inspired—God-breathed. Therefore 
is the Bible inspired—is God's 
Word. 

This is plainly seen, first, in the 
uniform declaration of the Book. 
All the Old Testament prophets, 
Jesus our Lord, all the New 
Testament writers, bear the same 
testimony concerning this trans- 
cendentally important matter. Not 
a single word or thought to the 
contrary can anywhere be found 
in all their declarations. The at- 


titude of Jesus toward the Old 


‘Testament and His utterances con- 


firm beyond question our conten-

tell the nation of Israel to repent 
of sin and prepare to meet God 
before it is too late.” 

Amos said, “But, Lord, I’m no 
preacher! I’m just a herdsman, 
I’m a gatherer of sycamore fruit. 
And, Lord, I don’t know anything 


“ about preaching.” 


Then God said, “Amos, I'l] give 
you the courage; I'll give you the 
strength; I'll give you the mes- 
sage; I’ll open the door.” 

So Amos left his flock and went 
to the house, and put on the best 
outfit that he had and started 
down the narrow, crooked, dusty 
road toward Bethel to the king’s 
chapel. I want you to see Amos, 
the simple shepherd and gatherer 
of sycamore fruit as he trudges 
along to the king’s court. 

Let me tell you something: 
when God gets ready to shake 
America, He may not take the 
Ph.D, and the D.D. God may 
choose a country boy. God may 
choose a shoe salesman like he 
did D. L. Moody. He may choose 
a baseball player like He did 
Billy Sunday. God is not limited 
to the limitations we give Him. 
God may choose the man that 
no one knows, a little nobody, to 
shake America for Jesus Christ 
in this day, and I pray that He 
would! We need a voice that 
sounds forth, “Thus saith the 
Lord.” 

Amos was on his way to tell 
the king to répent of his sin and 
to prepare to meet God, I want 
you to see him when he is still 
a long way off. Perhaps Amaziah, 
the priest of the golden calf at 


robes and stands at the king’s 
chapel. He looks way down the 
road and says, “I wonder who 
that fellow is?” Then as Amos 
draws closer he says, “Why, look 
at that hillbilly yonder. Wonder 
why he wants to see the king? 
We'll have a little fun with this 
boy.” We may well imagine that 
a conversation such as this took 
place. Amaziah says, “Hillbilly, 
what do you want?” 

Amos says, “I want to see the 
king.” 

“So you want to see the king, 
eh? Well, everybody wants to see 
the king. Do you have an ap- 
pointment?” 

“No, I don’t have an appoint- 
ment except the Lord God told me 
to come to deliver a message to 
the king of Israel.” 

“Oh, so you want to preach, 
eh? Well, if you want to preach, 
you go back to the hillbillies and 
preach, This is the king’s court, 
and we don’t allow any hillbilly 
preachers up here telling the king 
what to do.” 

But Amos, with his faith and 
obedience to God, pushes Amaziah 
out of the way and stalks right 
into where the king holds court. 
I want you to see the soldiers as 
they reach for their swords; the 
guards as they pick up their 
javelins ready to throw at Amos 
standing in the king’s court. But 
there is something about his walk, 
the snap of his eyes, the set of his 
jaw and squaring of his shoulders 
that makes them stop as they see 
Amos standing, filled with the

Holy Spirit, ready to declare God’s 
message to the king of Israel.

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tion. He had the very same Old 
Testament we have today. He be- 
lieved it to be the Word of God, 
and proclaimed it as such. He said, 
“One jot or one tittle shall in no 
wise pass from the laws, till all be 
fulfilled.” In thwarting the temp- 
ter He said: “It is written! it is 
written! it is written!” In con- 
founding the Jews, He said: “If ye 
believed Moses ye would believe 
me; for he wrote of me.” He never 
criticised the Scriptures, but al- 
ways appealed to them as His Fa- 
ther’s words, authoritative and 
final. 

Jesus is the life and the light of 
man. The same is true of the 
Scriptures. Jesus said “The words 
that I speak unto you, they are 
spirit, and they are life.” The 
Psalmist said, “Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my 
path.” In an inexplicable way Je- 
sus is identified with the Word. 
“The Word was God... . and 
the Word became flesh.” And 
when the victories of the gospel 
shall have been finally accomplish- 
ed, and Jesus shall assert His regal 
rights, His name is called, “the 
Word of God.” (See Rev. 19:11, 
13). 

Second. The Bible assumes to be 
God’s Word by its imperious de- 
mands. Who but God has a right 
to require of men what the Bible 
does? 

Third. The Bible has fulfilled all 
its claims and promises. The mar- 
velous, far-reaching results of pro- 
claiming and believing it, demons- 
trably prove its supernatural ori- 
gin and character. 

That there are difficulties. I well 
enough know. But many difficul- 
ties have disappeared as a result 
of patient, reverent, scholarly re- 
search; and without doubt others 
will soon go the same way. So, 
while I bid the scholars and rev- 
erent critics God-speed in their 
noble work, with the late learned 
Bishop Ryle I say: “Give me the 
plenary verbal theory with all its 
difficulties, rather than the doubt. 
I accept the difficulties, and hum- 
bly wait for their solution; but 
while I wait I am standing on a 
rock.” 

Let this, then, be our attitude, 
to tell it out to the wide world that 
the blessed Bible, the “Holy Scrip- 
tures” of both Testaments, are the 
product of the “Breath of God,” 
who made Heaven and earth, and 
“breathed” into man His soul; the 
product of that divine “Breath” 
that regenerates, that illuminates 
and sanctifies the soul; “God- 
breathed Scriptures,” whose 
“words” are the “words of God.” 
Tell it to the church and her 


ay . 


a 


seminaries, universities and col- 
leges, from her pulpits, Sunday 
schools and Bible classes, and 
sound it in every convention, 
conference and assembly that her 
conception and estimate of the 
Scriptures must be no lower and 
no less than were the high con- 
ception and estimate of the 
“Volume of the Book” by our 
Lord and His apostles; that what 
they regarded as the “Breath of 
God,” she must so regard in op- 
position to every breath of man 
that dares to breathe otherwise. 

Say, with the immortal Athan- 
asius, who knew how to _ read 
Greek better than the “drift of 
scholarly opinion” “in our time”: 
“O my child, not only the ancient, 
but the new Scriptures are God- 
breathed, as Paul saith, ‘Every 
scripture is God-breathed.’ ”’ 

Say to the rising ministry, 
“Speak as the Oracles of God 
speak”—the words that “God 
hath spoken,” the words that 
Christ has written. But at least, as 
decent as Balaam! ‘“Whatsoever 
he saith unto you, do;” and what- 
soever He saith unto you, say. 

Tell it to every reader and hear- 
er of the Word, that what ‘Moses 
saith” and “David saith” and 
“Isaiah, Peter, Paul, John and 
the Scripture, saith” is what “God 
saith.” 

Tell it to the dying saint, when 
his last pulse quivers at the wrist, 
and friends are weeping by his 
bed, and “science” has exhausted 
in vain all her poor. resources, 
that God, who breathed the Scrip- 
tures, “‘cannot lie,” that Jesus is 
a Rock, and that the “firm foun- 
dation” laid in the Word for his 
faith can never disappoint his 
trust. : 

To every question of exegesis or 
of criticism, return the answer, 
“What saith the scriptures?” “How 


readest thou?” “It is written!’ 


And cease to deride the most sa- 
cred, age-established, and _ time- 
honored tradition the apostolic 
church has left us. With such an 
attitude as this, the days will re- 
visit the church, as once they 
were “in the beginning,” and God, 
honored in His Word, will no 
longer restrain the Spirit, but open 
the windows of Heaven, and pour 
upon her a blessing so great that 
there will not be room to fre- 
ceive it. God hasten the day! 
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The king of Israel says, “What 
do you want? Speak, my man.” 

Amos, looking the king square- 
ly in the face, points his finger at 
the king and says, “Oh, king of 
Israel, thus saith the Lord,” and 
Amos told him many of the things 
which were to befall Israel. Then 
he said, ‘“‘The Lord God says, ‘Pre- 
pare to meet thy God.’” 

I say to you, the message of 
the Lord has not changed! The 
message is still the same—prepare 
to meet thy God! We had better 
prepare to meet our God— the 
day of judgment is coming des- 
perately near! The day of reckon- 
ing is coming desperately close! 
People of Los Angeles, PREPARE TO 
MEET THY GOD is the message that 
God has for us tonight! 

But I want to talk to you as 
individuals. I want to talk to you 
as though you were sitting across 
from me in front of the hearth. 
I want to talk to you about pre- 
paring right now! 

First of all we must prepare 
for life. We must prepare to 
meet the issues of life as we 
find them. No man is prepared 
to live and ‘to meet the issues of 
life unless he has Jesus Christ, 
because Christ is the answer, and 
the only answer, to all the prob- 
blems and issues and difficulties 
of life. We face a number of prob- 
lems today. 

The first problem that. we face 
is the problem of fear. Did you 
know that there are thousands of 
people in this great city that are 
afraid tonight? Hundreds of peo- 
ple are afraid of. failure—failure 
in business, failure in vocation, 
failure in social circles, failure in 
society. There are hundreds of 
people that are afraid of old age. 

The other day I saw a young 
man stand in front of a mirror; 
reach up in his hair and pull 
something out, Then I said, “What 
are you doing?” 

He said, “I’m pulling out a 
gray hair. I hate to get old.” 

This is an age in which the 
accent is on youth and everybody 
is trying to stay young. 

There are other people who are 
afraid of war, afraid of atomic 
bombs, fearful as they go to bed 
at night. That is particularly true 
in Europe tonight. 

I heard a radio commentator 
talking from London, saying that 
fear has gripped the hearts of 
millions of people in Europe. They 
are going to bed tonight trembling 
because they feel that we are on 
the verge of a third World War— 
a war which could sweep civiliza- 
tion back into the Middle Ages. 

There are other thousands who 
are afraid of death. They don’t 
know exactly what lies beyond 
this life. When they come face to 
face with death, whether it be a 


heart attack, a motor car acci- 


dent, or a hospital experience— 
they are afraid! They are afraid 
they are going to die! 

Still other people are afraid 
of failing health. They do every- 
thing to keep their health, alarm- 
ed lest some crippling ailment 
or disabling illness come to them. 

Second to the problem of fear 
is the problem of sex. Sex has 
gotten out of control. Sex is out 
of kilter. Sex is overplayed and 
emphasized until we forget that 
this mighty, powerful creative 
energy is from the Lord. 

The third problem is non-con- 
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structive habits. Habits which we 
don’t know how to break, 

This week a young man came 
to me and said, “I'd give any- 
thing in the world if I could break 
the power of drink in my life! I 
am an alcoholic at the age of 
twenty-six, and I can’t break this 
power in my life.” 

I said, “Young man, I know the 
Person who can break it for you, 
and that Person is Jesus Christ.” 

Then there is the dope addict. 
We face a thousand and one 
habits and we have no solution 
outside of Jesus Christ. 

There are ethical problems. We 
have something way down inside 
of us that says, “This is wrong, 
and that is right.” We face tre- 
mendous problems in realms of 
philosophy that have no answer 
outside of Jesus Christ. Where do 
Wwe come from? Why are we here? 
Where are we going? All of these 
questions have no answer outside 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 


And then in this country, par- 
ticularly in this town, we face 
the problem of boredom. You say, 
“Well, that’s not true.” I wish you 
could read the hundreds of let- 
ters that I received when I spoke 
on the subject of being bored with 
life. Thousands of people tonight 
are bored with living. That is the 
reason We have many suicides. 
Bored with life! A young movie 
star right here in Hollywood com- 
mitted suicide last year because 
she was bored with life. She had 
lived to the ripe old age of twen- 
ty-nine, and there was nothing 
left to live for, so she committed 
suicide, Lots of people feel that 
way tonight. 


Suppose I went to a certain 


home that was locked—every door 
in the home locked, every drawer 
locked, every closet locked—and 
I tried many keys but none fitted. 
Then I took the last key I had 
and that key opened the front 
door, the kitchen door, the pantry 
door, the closet door, the bedroom 
door and every room in the house. 
How long do you think it would 
take me to be persuaded that was 
the master key? 

Take all the problems that you 
and I face, Then take the key of 
philosophy, the key of science, the 
key of psychology, or any of these 
other keys, and try to unlock these 
doors, Perhaps you will find that 
a few may open with these keys, 
but most of them will stay tight- 
ly closed until you try the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Then take Him and 
unlock every door in your house, 
every problem that you face, for 
you will find that He is the Mas- 
ter Key! He has unlocked every 
problem in your life. I don’t care 
what the problem is, I don’t care 
what burden you bear tonight— 
the Lord Jesus can lift it! ‘Cast 
all your care upon Him for He 
careth for us.’ Nothing is too hard 
for our God! Every problem that 
you face in business, health prob- 
lems, problems that you face in 
everyday life—Jesus Christ the 
Son of God has an answer if you 
try Him! You have problems in 
the home, marital problems, prob- 
lems that are too intimate to 
discuss with your nearest friend— 
Jesus has the answer to those 
problems! 

You have a problem tonight of 
sin. You say, “I’m not troubled 
with sin.” Then you are the only 
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We read in the papers about 


serious crimes which have been 
committed and are being com- 
mitted on college and universi- 
ty campuses. It is sad to note 
that some of these crimes are 
committed on campuses of 
schools which call themselves 
Christian and schools which 
have been built by the sacri- 
ficial gifts of Christian people. 
To my mind, there is no be- 
trayal of trust more awful than 
for a denomination to raise 
money from evangelical Chris- 
tians to build a schoo] to train 
young people for Christian 
leadership and then later dou- 
ble cross these Christians by 
turning the school over to the 
devil or permitting the devil 
at least to get on the campus 
and have his way, I had per- 
sonally rather be a common 
thief and steal a little money 
out of the pockets of people 
than to raise money from God’s 
people under false pretenses. 


It is possible in any group 
of several hundred young peo- 
ple for some one person, in 
spite of all the Christian in- 
stitution may do, to commit 
some crime; but it is one thing 
for a student to commit a crime 
on the campus of an educa- 
tional institution when the 
educational institution is doing 
all in its power to keep young 
people from going astray, and 
it is another thing for an in- 
stitution, by compromising to 
create a condition that feeds 
the evil propensities of young 
people who have criminal in- 
clinations, Recently, on _ the 
campus of a certain religious 
school that is sponsored by a 
great religious denomination 

‘ and was built with the money 
contributed by saints, many of 
whom have gone to heaven, 
there was an awful murder 
committed, A young man who 
graduated from that education- 
al institution who is now taking 
training in a theological semi- 
nary wrete recently concerning 
the school from which he grad- 
uated as follows:
